paid    dues    for    two   months. 

Thomas  W.  Smith,  Beer e tar j  of  Tam- 
many Hall,  appealed  against  the  ruling 
and  tendered  a  Cheque  for  the  money 
due.  When  the  cheque  was  refused,  he 
asked  for  a  vote.  Seventeen  members 
of  the  boArd  of  governors  were  present, 
and  they  decided  against  the  appeal, 
ten  to  seven.  ,  Smith  said  the  men 
named  would  not  submit  to  such  humili- 
ation.

Burning  of  Slash 

The  forestry  department  is  meeting 
vnH'o  considerable  success  In  Its  attempt 
to  snforoe  the  protective  regulations 
upon  the  men  actively  angaged  in  the  in- 
dustry. To  date  they  have  received 
notices  from  two  of  the  leading  firms, 
one  on  the  Island  and  the  other  on  the 
Mainland,  to  the  effect  that  clauses  have 
been  Inserted  in  all  their  contracts  with 
loggers  that  the  provisions  of  the  de- 
partment in  regard  to  burning  slash  athd 
other  precautions  against  Are  must  be 
observed.  There  Is  nothing  extreme 
about  the  regulations  In  this  regard  and" 
they  vary  according  to  the  season  and 
location  of  the  proposed  cut,  but  they  are 
designed  to  preserve  the  legitimate 
-growth  from  the  dangers  that  invariably 
attend  slash   burning. 

During  the  past  few  days  the  depart- 
ment entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Dominion  authorities  whereby  a 
new  mall  service  will  be  lnstallqd  over 
a  section  of  the  Northern  country  lying 
between  Glscornbo  Fortage  and  Fort 
Graham  a  distance  of  some  300  miles.

We  do  not 
know  anything  about  the  tootlisome- 
ness,  the  nutritious  quality  or  any 
other  of  the  features  of  horseflesh  tw 
a  food,  but  it  Beeoia  a  very  strange 
state  of  things  that,  in  ;t  toiimry  of 
such  caiiabllltles  as  Canada,  It  should 
be  necessary  to  supplement  the  supply 
of  beef  and  mutton  by  resorting  to  the 
flesh  of  horses.  .Such  a  fact  sets  one 
wondering  what  will  be  the  outcome  of 
this  Increasing  shortage  in  food  pro- 
ducts. Economic  conditions  seem  very 
slow  in  adjusting  themselves  to  the 
needs  of  the  people.  Let  us'  take  an 
example  nearer  home.  The  sea  is  full 
of  fish,  and  yet  not  infrequently  here 
in    Viotorltt    '-    a    - liortage  of   flotej 
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M  liat  is  the  explanation?  Why  should 
it  be  necessary  to  pay  26  cents  a 
pound  here  for  salmon?  We  can  pro- 
duce hay  here  In  quantity  to  the  acre 
equal  to  what  can  be  done  anywhere  in 
the  world;  nevertheless  hay  retails  at 
prices  that  are  almost  prohibitive. 
Meats  are  at  absurd  prices  and  they 
are  no  better  than  they  ought  to  he.  If 
you  ask  your  milkman  why  he  charges 
such  high  prices,  he  will  probably  tell 
you  of  the  equally  hig  prices  he  has  to 
pay    for   feed.

CALIFORNIA.    POTATOES 


Special  attention  is  drawn  to  the 
Order-in-Councll  issued  by  the  Domin- 
ion Government  prohibiting  the  im- 
portation of  potatoes  from  California. 
The  moth,  which  Is  affecting  the  tub- 
ers in  that  State,  is  likely  to  destroy 
Completely  the  potato-growing  industry 
there.  For  this  reason  it  is  of  vital  im- 
portance that  the  pest  shall  be  kept  out 
of  this  Province. 

The  Federal  Government  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  meeting  such  a  serious 
situation  so  promptly  and  effectively. 
If  this  quarantine  had  not  been  insti- 
tuted, there  would  have  been  a  grave 
danger.  In  spite  of  our  most  rigid  in- 
spection, of  introducing  this  pest  into 
this  Province,  and  were  it  once  to  ob- 
tain a  foothold.  It  would  of  a  surety 
ruin  th«  potato-growing  business,  as  It 
has  done  in  California.  The  thanks  of 
the  farmers  of  the  Province  are  due  to 
Mr.  Thomas  Cunningham  for  his  ener- 
getic action  In   this  connection. 


SPORT   AKD    SPORT 


Commenting  upon  a  very  rough 
hockey  match  played  between  two 
schools  tn  Ottawa,  Tho  Citizen  of  that 
city  says: 

In  any  event,  the  exhibition  of  lack 
of  self-control  by  some  of  the  young 
fellows,  all  of  whom,  it  may  be  taken 
for  granted,  ought  to  know  better, 
would  appear  to  be  a  disgrace  to  their 
teams  and  to  the  Institutions  they  rep- 
resent, which  they  seem  to  have  over- 
looked. If  the  report  Is  approximately 
correct,  ungentlemanly  and  unsports- 
manlike tactics  would  seem  to  be  more 
or  less  prevalent  In  school-boy  athletic 
contests.  Unless  this  feature  is  rooted 
out  by  those  In  charge,  school  sports, 
or  at  least  lnterschool  games,  might 
better  be  dispensed  with  entirely.  Un- 
less athletic  contests  encourage  self- 
control  and  true  sportsmanship,  as 
well  as  develop  strength  and  agility  in 
those  participating,  their  usefulness 
disappears.  So  long,  however,  as  a  il>- 
etre  to  win  takes  precedence  over  the 
natural  Joy  of  the  game  for  its  own 
sake,  degenerating  features  will  oofl 
tlnue  to  manifest  themselves  in  ath- 
letic contests  between  teams.  Hut  the 
boys  are   not   to  blame    for    this. 

A  correspondent  at  The  I. on. Ion 
Times  says  that  the  deoire  to  win 
seems  to  be  fast  becoming  uppermost 
in  the  minds  of  those  who  take  part  In 
school  and  college  sports,  and  ho  la- 
ments this  because  it  tends  to  over- 
throw the  only  reason  why  sport  should 
form  a.  feature  in  the  exercises  of  edu- 
cational Institutions.  Training  In  ath- 
letic sports  Is  a  very  excellent  thing; 
but  It  Is  not  success,  but  the  game.  It- 
self that  develops  those  qualities  of 
body  and  mind  which  makes  it  valuable. 
It  wilt  be  observed  that  Th«  Citizen 
says  the  boys  are  not  to  blame  for  the 
conditions  that  have  arisen,  It  is  not 
the  desire  to  play  a  game  well  that 
leads  to  roughness;  it  is  a  desire  to 
win;  and  so  that  this  result  la  reached 
every  canon  of  fairness,  not  to  say 
gentlemanlike  conduct,  is  disregarded. 
A  collection  of  trophies  looks  well  in  a 
college  hall,  but  It  has  been  paid  for 
too  dearly,  if  It  has  been  Obtained  by 
the  practice  of  what  may  be  called, 
without  exaggeration,  savage  brutality. 
"Win!"  Is  the  order  of  the  day.  "Win 
at  any  cost."  If  an  opponent  Is  maim- 
ed /or  life,  what  matters  it  so  long  as 
your  side  wins  the  gams?  To  what  ex- 
tant are  tba  muster*  of  schools  and  the 
protestors  in  colleges  responsible  for 
this  pernicious  state  of  things?  Ap- 
parently The  Cttlssn  thinks  they  are 
vary  largely  so.  It  may  he  all  very 
wetl  ior  the  professional  player  to  go 


Mr.  W.  F.  Knowles,  the  Member  for 
Moose  Jfaw,  has  brought  up  the  ques- 
tion of  the  removal  of  duty  on  agricul- 
tural implements  Imported  to  Canada, 
It  can  be  taken  for  granted  that  in  his 
desire  in  this  direction  he  voices  the 
view  of  the  Liberal  Party.  He  has  re- 
ceived a  direct  answer  from  Mr,  Bor- 
den, who  «aya  that  the  Government  in- 
tends to  carry  out  the  mandate  given 
by  the  people  In  September,  1911.  It  Is 
"well  nigh  impossible  to  fathom  the 
trade  policy  of  the  Liberals.  Sometimes 
they  ask  for  free  trade  as  practised  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  sometimes  they 
ask  for  it  in  installments;  yet,  while 
in  office,  their  policy  was  one  of  pro- 
tection. A  few  months  ago  Sir  "Wilfrid 
Laurier  launched  what  wae  erroneously 
termed  a  "free  food"  policy,  but  we 
have  heard  little  about  this  since,  sim- 
ply because  it  failed  to  make  any  ap- 
peal to  the  public.  Now  we  find  the 
party  harping  attain  on  the  admission 
of  agricultural  implements  to  Canada 
duty  free,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that 
the  claim  is  advanced  that  the  pros- 
iy  of  the  farming  community  rests 
on   this   tariff  belnr  removed. 

In  regard  to  agricultural  implements, 
we  have  not  often  seen  figures  quoted, 
so  that  It  seems  desirable  to  mention 
a  few  JUBt  to  explain  exactly  what  are 
the  facts  of  the  case.  We  hare  com- 
piled a  small  table  showing  the  value 
of  the  agricultural  Implements  exported 
from  and  imported  to  Canada  during 
the  seven  months  ending  In  October  for 
the  fiscal  years  of  1912  and  1913.  Here 
It  is: 

Imported     Exported 
April    to   October, 

1912     12,580.322      $2,877,729 

April   to   October, 

1913     2,384.911        3.28G.883 

It  Is  hardly  necessary  to  comment  on 
these  figures.  It  will  be  noted  that  the 
value  of  agricultural  implements  Im- 
ported to  the  country  decreased  by 
nearly  $200,000  in  comparing  the  per- 
iods under  review.  On  the  other  hand 
the  exports  Increased  l.y  nearly  $100.- 
000.  What  is  the  conclusion  to  be 
drawn?  If  a  country  Is  able  to  export 
more  of  a  commodity  than  it  Imports  It 
seems  loplcal  to  say  that  It  Is  manu- 
facturing sufficient  for  supplying  Its 
own  needs.  The  only  effect  the  remov- 
al  of  the  tariff  on  agricultural  Imple- 
ments could  have  would  possibly  be  to 
drive  some  of  the  existing  manufactor- 
ies in  this  country  out  of  business,  and 
lead  to  the  money  spent  on  these  prod- 
ucts going  into  foreign  hands.  There  Is 
no  neceatty  to  hand  over  the  agricul- 
tural community  of  Canada  into  the 
arms  of  an  international  implement 
trust,  nor  do  we  believe  that  the  people 
desire  for  a  moment  that  the  Liberal 
policy  In  this  respect  should  be  put  into 
practice 
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The  evening  paper  has  devoted  a 
column  of  Its  valuable  space  to  deny- 
ing what  The  Colonist  said  about  Kir 
Wilfrid  Laurler's  ottltude  In  respect  to 
increased  senatorial  representation  from 
British  Columbia,  and  then  to  proving 
that  what  The  Colonist  said  won  true. 
In  view  of  what  the  Ottawa  dispatches 
said  there  can  hardly  be  any  doubt  as 
to  the  Liberal  leader  being  opposed  at 
the  present  time  to  any  attempt  on 
the  part  of  Parliament  to  increase  the 
number  of  Senators  from  thin  Prov- 
ince. Whether  he  is  influenced  In 
taking  this  position  by  purely  partisan 
views  is  not  a  matter  that  need  be  dis- 
cussed  here. 

We  venture  to  suggest  that  perhaps 
Sir  Wilfrid  may  have  lost  sight  of  a 
somewhat     important     consideration     In 

•  this  connection.  British  Columbia  not 
being  Included  in  the  bill  now  before 
Parliament,  and  the  observations  at- 
tributed to  Mr.  Borden  by  our  Ottawa 
correspondent  being  only  very  general, 
It    Is    probable    the    Premier    recognises 

"that  British  Columbia  stand*  by  Maelf 
in  this  matter.  To  Increase  the  rep- 
resentation of  the  Senate  of  either  of 
the  four  original  Provinces  of  Con- 
federation  would  unquestionably  call 
for  an  Act  of  the   British   parliament. 


Ttrfcre  Is  no  question  that  the  represen- 
tation of  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  can 
be  increased  by  the  Parliament  of 
Canada.  We  have  not  examined  the 
law  as  it  bears  upon  Manitoba  and 
Prince  Edward's  Island;  but  in  relation 
to  our  own  Province,  the  number  of 
Senators  Is  fixed  not  by  an  Act  of  any 
Parliament,  but  by  an  Order  of  the 
Klng-ln-Council.  It  Is,  therefore,  quite 
Within  the  range  of  legal  possibility 
taut  the  number  can  be  Increased  by 
an  Order-in-Councll  made  by  Ills  Ma- 
jesty on  the  advice  of  the  British  Min- 
istry, if  thai  la  the  cuse,  such  an 
order  would  undoubtedly  be  made,  on 
the  presentation  to  Ills  Majesty  of  u 
memorial  from  the  Canadian  Parlia- 
ment. Whether  both  Houses  would 
have  to  Join  in  such  a  memorial  We 
shall  not  undertake  to  say,  but  If  such 
would  be  the  case,  It  would  hardly  He 
in  tin  mouth  of  Sir  Wiirrld  to  object 
to  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  In 
such  an  order,  seeing  that  he  freely 
odnilts  the  rtgiit  of  the  two  Prairie 
Provinces    to    Increased    representation. 


REDISTRIBUTION 


Within  the  next  few  Weeks  W«  shall 
probably  learn  how  redistribution  Is  to 
atirct  British  Columbia.  There  arc  Six 
new  Members  to  be  added  to  the  Prov- 
ince's representation  at  Ottawa,  and  the 
question  ia  how  to  U>rm  n-  v,  COOJltitU- 
encies  or  subdivide  the  existing  ones  so 
as  to  Provide  for  the  Increased  member- 
ship. The  latest  proposal  that  Is  being 
discussed  at  Ottawa  provides  for  the 
following  constituencies: 

Vancouver  City  (two  members). 

North  Vancouver,  including  Burnaby 
and  the  municipalities  on  the  North 
Shore,  and  possibly  Hastings  Townalte 
(one  member). 

Greater  Vancouver,  covering  South 
Vancouver  and  Point  Grey  (one  mem- 
ber). ' 

New  Westminster  City  and  the     im- 
mediately ad)acent  dlaM-jCfra  {ope  nv 
ber). 

The  Districts  of  Delta.  Surrey,  Langley 
and  Richmond  (one  member). 

Victoria  City   (one  member). 

Vancouver  Island  South  (one  mem- 
ber.  , 

Vancouver  Island  North  (one  mem- 
ber). 

Northern  British  Columbia  (one  mem- 
ber). . 

Kamloops  and  tiie  Western  section  of 
Yale  Cariboo   tone  member). 

Okanagun  and  Boundary  Districts 
(one   member). 

Kootenay   (one  member). 

It  la  not  very  clear  what  is  meant  by 
Northern  British  Columbia,  though  pre.. 
sumably  it  will  Include  that  portion  of 
Comox-Atlln  which  lies  on  the  Mainland. 
It  also  will  doubtless  embrace  the  new 
towns  springing  up  on  the  route  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  I'srltie,  and  if  It  Is  not  at 
present  It  will  be  in  the  course  of  a  very 
few  years  a  constituency  of  large  popu- 
lation. (Except  so  far  as  Vancouver  City 
Is  concerned  there  may  be  changes  made 
in  the  proposals  outlined  for  the  thickly 
populated  districts  on  the  Mainland.  It 
Is  possible,  too.  that  a  portion  of  the 
K'..ot.enay  Constituency    will   be   included 

in  the  proposed  nee.  Oteapajao-Bonndary 
Electoral  District. 

With  respect  to  Vancouver  Island, 
since  the  publication  of  the  1911  census 
figures  and  their  total  Inadequacy  as  far 
as  Victoria  is  concerned,  there  was  never 
any  hope  that  this  City  would  secure  an 
additional  member.  The  suggestion  that 
there  should  be  three  distinct  Members 
for  the  Island  will  l>e  received  favorably. 
In  a  Province  populated  as  British  Co- 
lumbia Is.  the  task  of  defining  constitu- 
encies is  not  an  easy  one.  In  whatever 
is  done  attehtlon  should  be  paid  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  Members  Co* 
areas  where  the  speediest  development 
Is  expectd.  if  the  present  rate  of  growth 
in  maintained,  this  Province,  when  the 
next  decennial  census  is  taken,  will  be 
In  a  position  to  claim  a  representation 
of  twe*lty-fUc,  snd  possibly  moi 
bers. 


sebsria's  ro-Ttrsx 


At  a  recent  lecture  before  the  Royal 
Geographical  Society.  In  London,  Dr. 
Heyklng,  the  Itusslan  Consul-tJeneral  to 
Siberia,  said  that  country  was  destined 
to  become  the  granary  of  the  world,  the 
chief  source  of  the  timber  nupply  in  the 
future,  the  leading  dairy  country  and  a 
large  and  magnificent  source  of  cheap 
food  products.  These  are  considerable 
claims,  but  from  all  accounts  they  have 
styne  Justification  in  fact.  Up  to  the 
present  the  chief  difficulty  under  which 
Siberia  has  labored  has  been  bow  to  get 
her  products  to  the  markets  of  the  world. 
She  has  fi.000  miles  of  transcontinental 
railway,  but  the  transhipment  of 
freight  by  this  means  leads  to  the  price 
of  goods  so  transported  becoming  pro- 
hibitive. Now  definite  plans  are  being 
framed  whereby  regular  navigation  will 
be  established  between  European  ports 
and  the  mouth  of  the  Yenisei  st  the 
.Eastern  side  of  Kara  Sea  In  speaking 
at  the  same  meeting  to  which  we  have 
alluded,  Mr.  Jonas  Lied,  the  managing 
director  of  the  Siberian  Steamship  and 
Trading  Company,  said  the  chief 
obstacle  to  the  creation  ot  trade  rela- 
tions with  Central  Siberia  by  way  of  the 
Northeast  passage  has  been  the  Kara 
Sea.  which,  being  almost  landlocked, 
retains  floating  Ice,  and  thus  bars  free 
access  during  the  short  season  to  the 
Yenisei  ana  Obi  Rivers.  Both  of  these 
rivers  tap  the  enormously  rich  trade 
resources  of  the  Interior  of  the  territory 
lying  to  the  North  of  China,  so  that 
up  till  now  this  trade  has  only  been 
accessible  by  the  costly  and  nlretuly 
overcrowded  trans-Siberian  Railway. 
To  guard  against  the  Ice  In  the  Kara 
Sea  Interfering  with  navigation  it  Is 
now  proposed  to  use  a  seaplane  for  the 
purpose  of  scouting  and  warning  ships 
of  the  presence  of  bergs.  Wireless  sta- 
tions have  been  established  on  the 
Southern  share  of  the  Inland  sea,  and 
another  is  to  be  built  on  the  Northern 
shore.  These  stations  are  In  touch  with 
each  other  and  also  with  those  at  Ingo, 
Arkhangel  and  Stavsnger,  so  that  there 
Is  a  chain  of  communication  with 
Western  Europe.     Their  object  is  to  re- 


port the  presence  of  lee  to^  oncoming 
steamers.  By  the  aid  of  the  facilities 
mentioned  It  it  also  hoped  that  the 
Northeast  passage  to  the  Pacific  will 
be  navigable  In  safety  within  a  short 
time. 

The  Yenisei,  which  rises  tn  Mongolia 
and  flows  due  North  to  the  Arctic  Sea, 
practically  divides  Siberia  In  halt-  It 
develops  a  width  of  ton  miles,  whilst 
it  Is  still  300  miles  distant  from  the 
sea.  It  is  navigable  for  thousands  of 
miles,  so  that  any  shipping  connection 
that  can  be  established  with  Dickson 
Island  at  Ita  mouth  will  serve  as  a  port 
for    the   great   Siberian    interior. 

The  resources  of  the  country  are 
known  to  be  vast,  but  hitherto  It  has 
been  only  possible  to  speak  of  them  in 
.vague  terms.  Minerals  are  distributed 
all  over  the  country.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  productive  gold  mines  now  being 
worked.  Nothing,  it  Is  true,  b*s  been 
found  as  rich  as  the  Klondyke  or  the 
Hand,  but  lu  Central  Siberia  there  Is 
alluvial  Kold  lu  the  Obi  ind  Yenisei 
basins,  the  auriferous  gravel  varying  in 
thickness  from  six  to  eleven  feet.  Silver 
and  lead  mines  are  many  .u:<\  produc- 
tive. Iron  Is  manufactured  on  the 
ESastetU  slope  Of  the  Urals,  and  at 
various  other  points.  while  the  de- 
posits of  graphite  arc  of  a  rich  char- 
acter. Copper,  galena*  and  other  ores 
are  found  In  the  Northern  part  of  the 
territory,  while  In  Yakutsk  Province 
there  are  vast  coal  fields.  Cattle  graz- 
ing and  horse  breeding  are  lh<  principal 
occupations.  Market  gardening  Is  vig- 
orously pursued  and  agriculture  chiefly 
!■  Western  Siberia.  There,  ate  upwards 
of  2,500  factories  making  butter,  With 
an  annual  output  of  so.000,000  pounds. 
Despite  the  progress  made  in  Micse 
directions  the  manufacturing  industry 
is  stJll  In  its  infancy. 

The  last  ten  years  have  marked  a  new 
era  in  the  development  of  the  country. 
Towns  have  grown  in  population  from 
10.000  to  80,000.  Throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  land  there 
are  Increasing  evidences  of  the  advance 
of  civilisation,  a  land  that  was  form- 
erly only  known  as  a  place  of  banish- 
ment, with  Its  attendant  convict  hor- 
rors.. Js  becoming  a  country  of  content- 
ment and  wealth  to  which  the  markets 
of  Europe  ure  directing  their  attention 
more  every  year  as  the  possibilities  of 
trade  become  more  apparent  In  the 
developments  of  which  wo  have  spoken 
there  looms  up  the  suggestion  that  the 
markets  of  this  country  may  before 
long  be  available  to  the  products  of 
Siberia.  There  \z  a  prospect  that  either 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Yenisei  or  the 
Lena  it  will  be  possible  to  ship  tho 
products  of  the  country  through  the 
Antic  sea  and  via  Bering  strait  into 
the  Pacific.  Granting  the  possibility  of 
such  trade,  the  distance  for  steamships 
to  travel  would  rmt  be  very  great,  prob- 
ably not  more  than  between  1,000  and 
ii.noo  nille.H.  The  opening  up  of  Siberia 
will  mean  s,  trait  addition  to  the 
world's  wealth.  As  a  new  vacant  area 
for  the  surplus  population  of  the  earth 
It  will  doubtfless,  too,  have  Its  attrac- 
tions, deaplte  the  rigors  of  the  climate. 
In  some  places  the  temporature  falls 
fl  degrees  below  xero.  but  In  others  It 
Is  more  mild,  and  those  who  have  the 
greatest  experience  in  Siberia  claim 
that  the  climate,  generally  speaking,  Is 
equal  to  that  of  a  health  resort 

It  may  be  said  of  sir.  Evanturel 
that  nothing  so  became  him  In  office 
as  his  leaving  of  it. 


An  Kastcrn  contemporary  speaks  of 
the  request  of  the  shipbuilders  that  the 
Government  shall  place  its  orders  in 
Canada  as  an  appeal  for  aid.

Ottawa  and  its  politicians  must  not 
have  all  the  honor.  Uritlsh  Columbia 
should  have  a  l.ou.piet  on  the  table  in 
honor  of  this  fine  specimen  of  Can- 
ndlnn    manhood. 


While  we  have  no  wish  to  Interfere 
with  the  in. tuner  In  which  a  committee 
or  the  City  Council  conducts  Its  busi- 
ness, it  occurs  to  us  that  it  might  be 
well  always  to  be  as  open  as  circum- 
stances will  admit  in  the  consideration 
of  matters  In  which  a  number  of  people 
feel  a  direct   Interest, 


Ottawa  Is  wrestling  with  the  ques- 
tion of  water  nupplv,  and  all  manner  of 
opinions  arc  expressed  as  to  what  It 
will  cost.  Speaking  from  experience  In

The  wonderful  increase  in  assess- 
ment values  of  Victoria  Is  in- 
dicated by  figures  complied  by  City 
Assessor  Northcott,  whose  roll  for  the 
present  year  was  returned  to  the  City 
Council  at  last  Monday  night's  meet- 
ing. This  year's  figures  total  $115. 944, . 
390,  the  assessment  on  land  being  »89,. 
130,150  and  on  Improvements  $26,804,- 
240,  The  1914  roll  Is  the  same  as  that 
of  last  year,  except  that  Improvement 
values  have  been  increaaed  by  $3  65i - 
700. 

In    the    past   thirty   years    the   assess- 
able  values   of   Victoria   have   Increased 
from   $2,433,726   to  $U5,P44,390.    In   1874 
land     values    were    assessed    at    $1,660,- 
635      and      Improvements      at      $773,040. 
There    was    comparatively    little    annual 
increase  In   the  following  years,  and  yet 
by     1890     the       total      assessment      was 
$9,368,970.      of      which        land\     totalled 
$6,304,22*    and    Improvements    $3,0C>3.»70. 
By   1900   the  values  fcsd   shown  approxi- 
mately   a    100    per   cent    increase    In    the 
ten    years,     the    total    being    $17,167,170, 
with  land  values  assessed  at  $10,840,600 
and  Improvements  at  $6,326,770.     In   the 
next      seven      years      the   increase    was 
email,  and  the  1907  roll  showed  assess- 
able   values   of   $21,940,060,    lands   being 
then    assessed    at    $13,718,260    and    im- 
provements   at    $8,228,880. 

Krom  1907  onwards,  however,  the  In- 
crease in  values  was  more  rapid,  the 
total  having  grown  to  $37,890,000  by 
1910.

ECLIPSE  OF  THE  MOON 

astronomers     at    Washington    Bothered 

by  Clouds — Wry  Perfectly  Clear 

»  Central  West  Segloa 

WASHINGTON.  March  U._ Dense 
clouds  which  hung  over  Washington 
tonight  prevented  astronomcra  at  the 
naval  observatory  from  making  accurate 
observations  of'  the  moon's  eclipse,  for 
which  they  had  been  preparing!  for 
weeks.  Only  at  Intervals  were  they 
able  to  train  Instruments  directly  on-  the 
partially  obscured  planet.  Hope  was 
expressed,  however,  that  photographs 
made  after  the  moon  had  entered  the 
shadow  would  reveal  some  points  relat- 
ing to  the  phenomenon  that  would  be 
of  assistance. to  the  astronomers  in  cor- 
recting the  lunar  tablos. 

CHICAGO,  March  11— Astronomer,  in 
the  Ontral  WeM  had  a  clear  view  of 
the  eclipse  of  the  moon  tonight,  and 
many  protographa  of  the  shaded  satel- 
lite of  the  earth  were  taken  at  observa- 
tories. The  eky  was  unclouded  during 
the  entire  eclipse,  and  thousands  of  per- 
sons watched  the  earth's  shadow  mora 
across  tho  full  moon.

favored,     it     might     be     possible     that 
the   people   of   this   country    would   find 
themselves'  In  the  hands    of    an    Inter- 
national    implement    trust    that     would 
make   them   much   worse   off    than    they 
were  today,  for  he  had  never  heard  that 
by    treaty    or    otherwise    the   actions  of 
American    trusts    could    be    made    more 
considerate    for    Canada    than    for    the 
United    States.        There    was    legislation 
in    Canada    capable     of     getting    around 
trust  evils,    but   with   International    con- 
cerns It  would  be  different.      He  did  not 
propose,  he  said,    to  go  further  Into   the 
general  question,  which   would  come  be- 
fore   the   Minister   of    Finance   first   and 
later    be  outlined   in   his   budget   speech. 
A  Contrast 
Hon.     Mr.     Meighen     contrasted    what 
the   .Liberals    proposed,  to    do    under    the 
reciprocity  agreement  with   the  proposal 
contained    In    their    resolution.

It  was  approved,  and  the  bill  founded 
upon  It  was   given   the   first  reading. 

The  MlnlMter  of  Labor  explained  that 
tha  purpose  was  to  protect  not  only 
those  engaged  In  the  manufacture,  but 
people  in  the  country  as  wall.  There 
were  cases  where  children  had  been  at- 
tracted by  the  white  tlpa  and  been 
poisoned  by  eating  them.

Shipping  Act  was  then  considered.  Mr. 
Hasen  said  that  on  the  second  reading 
he  would  move  to  have  the  bill  re- 
ferred to  the  marine  committee,  where 
it  could  be  discussed  and  the  reports 
of  the  shipping  committee  heard.  He 
said  that  It  was  possible  that  they 
could  not  be  able  to  finish  its  con- 
sideration of  the  measure  this  session. 
In  that  event  the  parties  interested 
would  have  the  Parliamentary  recess 
In  which  to  become  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted   with    It. 

Mr.    Hasen    said    that    in    forty    years 
no  effective  attempt  had   been  made   to 
modernize    legislation    along    the    ship- 
ping   line.      The    new      law      would      be 
based   upon    the     latest      Imperial    laws. 
One   of   the   features   of   the      bill      first 
explained  was    that    the   Minister   would 
be  given  authority  to  appoint  surveyors 
of   ships.       Another      section      provide* 
that  small  craft  which  are  exempt  from 
registration    must    take    out    an    annual 
license    for    purposes    of    identification. 
This  would   apply   to  motor  boats.     The 
bill    would    specify    the    national    colors 
for' Canadian    ships,    and    would    contain 
a    number    of    important    provisions    in 
regard  to  masters  and  mates.     It  would 
increase    the    power   of    the   Department 
to   deal    with    shipping    matters    and    to 
make    regulations.      For      Instance,      the 
Department    had    been    asked    by    many 
people    to    compel    the    placing    of    muf- 
flers   on    nil    motor    boats.      Under    the 
new    act    the    officials    would    have    the 
authority    to   make   such    order.      It   was 
also   proposed    to   simplify   the   procedure 
In   connection   with   the   Investigation    of 
wrecks.

Y.T.  says  that  E.  S.  Ironsides,  collector 
of  customs  at  Dawson,  has  received  a 
letter  whltten  at  Fort  McPherson  by  a 
friend  who  interviewed  Vlllhjalmar 
Stefansson.  who  was  there  last  month. 

The  letter  says  Stefansson  has  gone 
back  to  Herschel  Island,  off  the  mouth 
of  the  Mackenzie  Fiver,  and  intends  to 
start  out  Immediately  over  the  Arctic 
Continuing  tb«  letter  says:  "Stefans- 
son thinks  that  the  exploring  ship  Kar- 
luk,  which  was  blown  from  the  vicinity 
of  Point  Barrow.  Alaska,  Into  the  Arctic 
Ice  field  during  a  blizzard  last  Septem- 
ber, leaving  Stefansson  and  three  other 
scientists  ashore,  may  forestall  Amund- 
sen In  his  coming  attempt  to  drift 
across  the  pole.  Tl,.-  KarJuk  Is  pro- 
visioned for  five  years.,  and  Stefansson 
seems  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  she  will 
be  carried  across  the  pole  by  ice  and 
come  out  north  "of  Greenland,  If  she 
escapes   being  crushed."

Modern  Sanitation.  J"inos  8.  King  tells 
am  hew  the  sleepless  should  take  a 
l>nth.     He  says: 

"In.somnta  Is  another  condition  for 
which  there  Is  no  letter  treatment  than 
the  proper  kind  of  bath.  I  have  al- 
n.uJy  a&id  that  the  hot  both  is  a  mis- 
take. People  who  feel  nervous  and  too 
tired  to  go  to  sleep  often  take  a  hot 
bath,  and  then  He  awake  wondering 
why,  when  they  feel  so  much  more 
rested,  they  cannot  sleep.  As  already 
stated,  a  short  hot  bath  is  stimulating. 
The  blood  Is  quickened,  the  body  in- 
vigorated, and  sleep  is  farther  away 
Hian   ever. 

"Instead  of  a  hot  bath  at  nigbt,  the 
sleep-wisher  should  take  a  neutral 
bath.  This  bath  Is  body-warm,  and  no 
warmer,  and  a  sheet  should  be  spread 
over  the  tub  and  quite  close  about  the 
neck  to  keep  off  the  air.  The  cold  wet 
bandage  about  the  forehead  will  keep 
the-  blood  from  gathering  In  the  brain. 
It  is  well  to  have  a  head-rest  in 
the  tub  for  this  bath,  which  may  be 
continued  for  twenty  minutes  or  half 
an  hour,  in  Btubborn  cases  people  have 
remained  in  the  neutral  bath  for  two 
hours;  indeed  in  certain  sanitariums 
nervous  patients  needing  the  sedative 
<:ffect  of  the  neutral  bath  have  been 
allowed  to  go  to  sleep  In  the  tub  and 
remain    there    during    the    night. 

After  the  neutral  bath  there  should 
be  no  cold  shower  and  no  rubbing,  for 
».  reaction  Is  not  desirable  lest  the 
drowsiness  produced  be  overcome  and 
the  bather  pop  wide-awake  again.  Just 
a  gentle  drying  and   quickly   to  bed. 

"Sometimes  a  cool  sponge-bath  or 
wet  hand  rub  followed  By  a  gentle  rub- 
bing of  the  whole  surface  of  the  body 
with  the  dry  hand  will  slacken  taut 
nerves  and  bring  sleep  to  wide-open 
eyes.     .     .     . 

"A  sheet  is  better  than  a  towel  rbr 
drying  the  body  after  a  bath.  By  wrap- 
ping It  about  the  body  one  is  protected 
from  the  air,  and  the  drying  is  done 
more  quickly  by  the  absorption  of  mois- 
ture from  certain  parts  while  others 
are  being   rubbed. 

"Slight  friction  or  an  oil  rub  is  good 
after  any  bath  except  a  neutral  one  for 
insomnia. 

"No  bath  should  be  taken  too  soon 
after  meals. 

"Bath*  should  bo  taken  In  a  well- 
vnntllated  room  at  a  temperature  of 
frtm  }»  to  H  <1elTf«ee.  Invalids  require 
a  '  warmer  roow  than  persons  \h 
•health,'- 


Should  employment  b 
ful  as  seems  likely  In  the  near  future, 
the  difficulty  of  flpding  suitable  accom- 
modation may  be  as  great  as  It  was 
last  year. 

It  is 'interesting  to  learn  that  the 
problem  has  been  solved  in  the 
which  has  the  greatest  need  for  respect- 
able accommodation  for  the  poor  worker, 
in  New  York  a  group  of  business  men, 
we  are  told  In  The  Christian  Science 
Monitor,  undertook  to  bring  respectable 
and  sanitary  living  quarters  within  the 
reach   of   respectable   but   poor   people. 

"They  cast  aside  all  consideration  of 
what  the  world  calls  charity  and  entered 
upon  a  purely  commercial  scheme  for 
the  construction  of  tenement  bouses  in 
which  livable  rooms  or  apartments 
might  be  rented  at  a  minimum  rate  and 
yet  yield  a  profit  on  the  money  In- 
vested." 

The  plan  "may  be  summed  up  in  two 
brief  statements;  first,  that  the  company 
or  syndicate  formed  has  now  In  use,  or 
ready  for  use.  2,600  apartments  of  from 
one  to  four  rooms  at  an  average  rental 
by  the  room  of  $1.23  a  week;  and  second, 
that  the  investment  pays  4  per  cent  be- 
sides adding  each  year  to  a  fund  for 
further  development.  Full  weight  must 
be  given  to  the  decided  advantages  these 
apartments  offer  In  comparison  with 
ordinary  city  tenements.  They  are  pro- 
vided with  all  the  conveniences  that 
might  come  under  the  head  of  modern 
necessities.  They  are  managed,  super- 
vised, kept  clean  by  competent  staffs 
I  So  far  they  are  not  novel,  however.  In 
most  cities  of  the  United  States  are  in- 
stitutions of  like  character  supported  by 
private  generosity.  The  difference  lies 
tiere,  that  while  the  tenants  of  the 
apartments  to  which  we  are  giving  at- 
tention are  enjoying  advantages  thus 
far  dented  the  great  majority  of  city 
tenants.  they  owe  nothing  to  patronage. 
In  any  form.  They  are  'getting  only 
what  they  pay  for.  If  they  are  enjoy- 
ing anything  In  the  shape  of  privilege 
It  arises  from  the  fact  that,  unlike  many 
city  tenants,  they  arc  getting  the  worth 
of  their  money.  But  their  independence 
is  secure,  and  this  is  a  splendid  Inherit- 
ance  for   their   children." 

Is  wha,t  has  been  found  possible  In 
New  York,  feasible  in  Victoria?  While 
the  ideal  home  Is  a  single  dwelling  in 
a  plot  of  ground,  eingle  apartments  are 
the   next   best   thing.

TURBINE  EXPERIMENT 

Hew    Hamburg- American   Xiiner   Admiral 
▼on  Tirplts  Sltted  With  Turbo- 
transformer

about  the  need  of  building  comfortable 
house*  for;  worker*  r*,«s*J*Wg  low  wage*.

The  Hamburg-America's  new  24.500- 
ton  Admiral  von  Tlrpltz  Is  intended  for 
the  Panama  Canal'  trade.  Until  the 
canal  Is  opened  to  traffic  it  will  ply 
between  Hamburg  and  the  East  Coast 
of  Central  and  South  America.  The  ship 
is  planned  to  make  traffic  in  the  trop- 
ics as  comfortable  as  possible,  and  in- 
cludes a.  winter  garden  and  swimming 
pool.  There  will  be  accommodations 
for  368  first,  188  second,  416  third  and 
990  fourth-class  passengors. 

The  Admiral  Tlrpltz  Is  the  first  large 
vessel  to  employ  the  Foettinger  turbo- 
transformer  in  place  of  the  usual 
turbines.  Steam  turbines  give  their 
best  service  when  operated  at  a  high 
speed,  but  the  number  of  revolutions 
of  the  ship's  propeller  must  not  ex- 
ceed a  certain  limit  To  reduce  the 
speed  of*  the  turbine  In  order  to  ac- 
commodate It  to  the  speed  of  the  pro- 
peller means  considerable  loss  of  en- 
ergy. Dr.  Foettlnger*a  transformer, 
however,  transmits  the  motion  of  the 
turbine  to  the  propeller  shaft  by  a  hy- 
draulic Intermediary,  whereby  the  tur- 
bines can  be  operated  at  high  speed 
while  the  propeller  does  not  exceed 
Its  limit  of  revolutions.  The  loss  of 
energy  is  only  10  per  cent.  Besides, 
there  is  absolute  freedom  from  noise 
•and   vibration. 

The  Vulcan  works  experimented  with 
the  turbotransformer  for  five  years  and 
last  Summer  installed  it  in  a  smaller 
passenger  steamer,  the  Koenlgin  Lulse, 
of  6,000  horsepower,  where  the  results 
exceeded  all  expectations.  Another 
advantage  of  the  system  is  that  no  re- 
versing turbines  are  required.  The 
vessel  is  reversed  by  reversing  trans- 
former*, while  the  turbine  continues  to 
turn  in  the  same  direction.  This  adds 
a  large  degree  of  efficiency  and  safety 
In  manoeuvering  the  vessel.  The  Ad- 
miral von  Tirplts  will  develop  16,000 
horsepower.  The  result  of  the  experi- 
ment with  the  turbotransformer  In  such 
*  large  vessel  Is  awaited  With  Interest

Royal  Free  Hospital 

e  Is  only  one  general  hospital  in 
London  where  women  can  obtain  the 
experience  necessary  to  every  medical 
practitioner.  This  is  the  Hoynl  Free 
Hospital,  it  is  situated  near  the  centre 
of  London,  and  most  of  the  people  in 
the  vicinity  are  workers.  The  Import- 
ance to  women  doctors  of  the  privilege 
of  serving  in  such  a.  hospital  is  in- 
valuable. 

An  appeal  is  being  made  to  the  public 
to  raise  a  fund  for  the  supply  of 
radium,  and  Is  being  advocated  in  The 
Gentleman.  It  is  said  that  there  are 
continually  being  admitted  to  the  hos- 
pital patients  who  can  only  obtain  re- 
lief by  the  agency  of  radium. 

If  radium  Is  as  efficacious  as  is  now 
believed,  the  plan  of  supplying  hos- 
pitals, either  by  the  state  or  by  funds 
raised  by  rich  men  and  women,  should 
be  adopted  everywhere.  In  the  one  case 
all  contribute  according  to  their  means, 
In  the  other,  those  who  have  groat 
wealth  spend  it  for  the  good  of  the 
poor.  The  great  cost  of  radium  makes 
it  Impossible  for  the  majority  of  people 
to  obtain  any  benefit  from  It  unless  It 
Is   supplied    free    to   hospitals. 

Women  will  take  a  special  interest 
In  this  endowment,  both  becatise  the 
discoverer  of  radium  was  a  woman,  and 
because  women  In  the  Royal  Free  Hos- 
pital will  use  it  for  the  benefit  of  suf- 
ferers.

For  thirty-five  years  Dr.  Annie  S. 
Daniel  has  been  devoting  her  life  to  the 
poor  of  the  East  Side  of  New  York. 
Hers  is  truly  a  labor  of  love.  No  money 
Is  earned  by  this  physician,  for  all  who 
have  money  are  directed  to  other 
doctors. 

This  doctor  has  brought  more  than 
bodily  healing  to  her  patients.  Her 
compassion  and  sympathy  helped  even 
more  than  professional  skill,  and  she 
brought  hope  and  brightness  into  thou- 
sands of  Uvea.

Truancy 

Why  do  boys,  and  sometimes  girls, 
play  truant?  How  many  grown  people 
these  Spring  days  require  all  their  reso- 
lution to  remain  at  desk  or  work  bench? 
Is  It  not  natural  for  children  who  are 
stupid  or  overworked  to  long  for  the 
freedom   of   the   fields   or  parks? 

On  the  oilier  hand  the  love  of  com- 
pany, congenial  occupation  and  the  <le- 
tlre  to  excel  in  their  studies  are  power- 
ful motives  and  incentives  to  regularity 
In  attendance.  Victoria  has  much  to  be 
proud  of  in  Its  high  record  of  attend- 
ance. The  percentage  of  absence  from 
any  cause  la  small,  and  there  are  com- 
ly   few    truantr 

And    yet.    if   teachers   were      moti 
tOUCh    with    the    homes    from    which    the 
children  here   would  bo  even  less 

truancy,  and  children  would  more  sel- 
dom be  wounded  by  their  teachers. 
e,than  that,  the  faults  in  the  homo 
that  en  use  irregularity  of  attendance 
would  be  more  likely   to  be  reformed. 

It  is  easy  for  the  sympathetic  tea 
to  see  when  a  child  comes  from  a  home 
where    conditions    are      unfavorable  \  to 

khUaees,  tidiness  or  regularity,     it  is 

y  to  censure  a  child  so  that,  unless 
foreed  to  do  so,  he  or  she  will  refuse  to 
return   to   the  class. 

A  little  time  and  trouble,  a  v4slt  to 
the  home,  a  quiet,  kiiyl  talk  to  the  of- 
fender would  often  make  of  the  child  a 
^•'gooa  student  and  cure  truancy  alto- 
gether. Children  covet  the  approval  of 
the  teacher,  and  will  make  what  to 
them  are  great  efforts  to  gain  it. 

When  there  is  sickness  or  disorder  or 
Irregularity  in  the  home  -it  requires 
more  resolution  and  energy  than  most 
grown  people  are  capable  of.  for  a  child 
under  ten  to  come  to  school  punctually, 
with  lessons  prepared  and  clean  in  per- 
son. 

in  some  homes  everything  possible  is 
done  to  make  it  easy  for  the  pupil.  In 
Others  the  child  receives  no  assistance. 
Surely  the  schools  ought  not  to  punish 
the  pupil  for  the  fault  of  the  home. 
When  a  teacher  sends  a  child  home  for 
any  other  than  a  very  serious  offence, 
she  is  taking  upon  herself  a  grave  re- 
sponsibility. To  show  a  child  that  he 
is  not  wanted  in  school  is,  to  place  a 
temptation   in   ),is   way   to  remain  away. 

Children  in  our  reformatories  and  de- 
tention homes  often  act  in  such  a  way 
as  to  show  that  all  they  needed  to  make 
them  amenable  to  discipline  was  con- 
sideration and  sympathy.  Truancy  Is 
the  beginning  of  a  course  of  lawless- 
ness, and  no  teacher  has  so  much  to  do 
that  It  Is  not  possible  for  her.  or  him 
to  make  an  effort  by  securing  the  co- 
operation of  the  home  to  prevent   tt. 

Supervision 

ft  Is  to  be  hoped  the  City  Council 
will  take  steps  to  have  the  public 
Playgrounds  supervised  earlier  and 
more  thoroughly  than  was  the  case 
last  year. 

Already  the  children  are  gathering 
in  the  parks  and  remaining  on  the 
grounds  till  late  in  the  evening.  The 
City  Fathers,  most  of  whom  are  fa- 
thers of  families,  will  recognize  that 
unless  there  Is  someone  present  to  pre- 
vent rudeness,  bullying  and  improper 
language  and  conduct,  it  would  be  far 
better  that  there  were  no  apparatus  to 
attract  the  children,  m  the  afternoons 
and  on  Saturdays  there  ought  very  soon 
to  be  effective  supervision  of  the  sports 
of  the  children.  The  excellent  work 
done  last  year  by  the  playground  super- 
visors has  borne  good  fruit.  But  there 
ought  to  be  one,  at  least,  for  every 
playground   early   in   the  season. 

No  doubt  the  police  women  will  do 
good  service,  but  they  cannot  take  the 
Place  of  leaders  in  play  as  Mlsa  Jarvis 
and  Mr.  Walter  Smalll  did  boat  year 
The  children  want  to  be  helped  to  be 
good,  not  to  be  prevented  from  doing 
harm. 

Stadacona  Park,  which  is  in  the  cen- 
tre of  a  populous  district,  will,  no 
doubt,  be  used  more  this  year.  On  ac- 
count of  its  shade  it  Is  an  admirable 
place  for  babies  and  little  ones  to  play 
Girls  should  use  the  tennis  courts  as 
soon  as  they  are  read}',  if  money  can 
be  spared  for  the  playgrounds,  It  will 
bring  a  good  return  In  health  and 
happiness.

Harold  H.  Hilton  believes  that  at  the 

■  nt    rate  of  progression  the  time  is 

fast  coming  when  there  will  be  more  fol- 

■re  of  the  royal  and  ancient  game  in

One  cannot  help  thinking,  he-  says, 
that  the  recent  visits  of  British  players 
to  America  have  done  much  to' popular- 
ize the  game,  as  the  spread  of  the  game 
in  the  United  States  during  the  last  few 
I    has    been    really    astonishing. 

"The  manner  in  which  golf  has  con- 
quered and  captivated  the  American  ath- 
world  is  not  a  little  remarkable," 
he  goes  on.  "It  would  naturally  be  as- 
sumed that  the  general  principles  of  the 
game  are  not  exactly  of  a  character  to 
appeal  to  a  nation  which  has  the  reputa- 
tion for  hustling. 

"In  the  days  of  old,  some  twenty 
years  ago,  when  golf  flrst  really  came 
into  evidence  on  American  soil,  the 
critics  on  that  side  were  almost  unani- 
mous in  their  opinion  that  there  was 
not  sufficient  rapidity  of  action  in  the 
playing  of  the  game  to  altogether  ap- 
peal to  the  average  American  athlete, 
and  that  in  consequence  it  would  never 
become  universally  popular.  Bat  in  ar- 
riving at  this  opinion  they  were  doing 
an  injustice  to  the  game  itself  and  at 
the  same  time  most  evidently  misjudg- 
ing the  temprement  and  national  char- 
acteristics of  their  own  countrymen,  as 
of  all  the  enthusiasts  in  connection  with 
the«game  I  have  ever  met,  the  American 
example  is  the  greatest  of  them  all.  He 
la  Just  golf  mad  and  cannot  even  think 
of  any  other  game."

SACKED  BY  BRIGANDS 

Missionary     Killed     and     Many     People 

Wounded   la  Chinese   City— Torch 

sad  Sword  Freely  T7aed 


PKKING.  March  11. — Brigands  sacked 
and  burned  today  the  city  of  Lao  Ho- 
kow, killed  Dr.  T.  Froyland,  a  Norwe- 
gian missionary  and  wounded  several 
other  foreigners,  Including  the  Rev.  O. 
M.  Sama,  another  Norwegian. 

Five  hundred  brigands  obtained  en- 
trance to  the  city  by  means  of  treach- 
ery from  within.  They  immediately 
placed  the  city  under  torches  and  aword. 
They  burned  the  Aalatlc  Petroleum  and 
the  Singer  Buildings,  and  booted  the 
British  and  American  companies'  prem- 
ises. 

Afterward  they  proceeded  to  the  ar- 
senal, w hern  they  secured  708  rifles, 
several  of  the  old  guna  and  much  am- 
munition.    Two   thousand  coolies  were 


impressed  by  tho  brigands  to  carry  off 
their   lojt. 

Lao  Hokow.  which  la  a  river  port  on 
the  Han  Kiang,  Is  an  Important  mla- 
slon   station  In   the  province  of   Hupeh. 

Three  missionary  societies  have  rep- 
resentatives. One  of  them  la  the  Nor* 
wegian  Lutheran  China  Mission  Asso- 
ciation, with  headquarter*  In  Norway, 
which  had  a  etaff  of  three  men,  two 
of  them  with  their  wives  and  three  oth- 
er women. 

Vr.  T.  Froyland,  who  was  murdered 
by  the  brigands,  and  Bav.  O.  M.  Sama, 
who  waa  wounded,  represented  this  so- 
ciety. 

.  Another  society  la  the  China  Inland 
Mlaalon,  with  headquarters  In  London, 
and  which  haa  a  staff  In  Lao  Hokow  of 
one  missionary  and  his  wife,  with  three 
other  women.

Walker,  when  he  ex- 
tends himself,  looks  as  if  he  could 
stretch  from  one  side  of  the  rink  to 
the  other.  In  an  effort  to  get  the  puck. 
Walker  has  been  seen  going  at  top 
speed,  his  body  stretched  out  parallel 
to  the  ice  surface,  while  he  swept  out 
with  his  stick  and  knocked  the  puck 
away  from  an  opponent. 

Allan    Davidson 

Davidson  is  one  of  the  big  men  on 
the  team,  weighing  182  pounds,  and  is 
twenty- two  years  old.  Davidson  Is  a 
fine  shot,  as  well  as  a  good  stick  hand- 
ler. He  snaps  the  puck  through  In 
much  the  same  etyle  as  "Newsy"  La- 
londe,  and  always  plays  right  In  on  the 
nets.  Davidson  is  said  to  be  a  hard 
man  to  keep  In  condition,  but  certainly 
he  has  played  fine  hockey  for  the  To- 
rontos this  year  and  been  one  of  Mar- 
shall's most  effective  goal-getters. 
Barry   Holmes 

This  good,  steady  net-minder  Is 
profctebly  not  as  brilliant  as  Verlna, 
but  he  Is  very  capable,  and  one  of  the 
best  men  in  the  league.  He  ts  twenty- 
five  years  of  age  and  weighs  170 
pounds. 

Prank  Poyston 

Foyston  hails  from  Barrie.  is  twenty- 
three  years  ojd  and  weighs  160  pounds.

McGiffen  Is  twenty-three  years 
of  age.  Five  years  •  ago  his  family 
moved  to  California,  but  McGiffen  liked 
hockey  so  well  that  he  went  to  Cleve- 
land two  years  ago.  where  he  was  se- 
cured by  the  Torontos.  McGifren  is 
not  a  deliberately  rough  player,  but  is 
hot-headed  and  chuck-full  of  team 
spirit.  He  lets  his  enthusiasm  run 
away  with  him.  McGiffen  has  been 
the  most  heavily  penalized  man  In  tho

■MiW  YORK.  March  1 1 .— The  strength 
of  the  preceding  session  was  lacking  la 
the  stock  market  today.  Changes  were 
Irregular.  Attempts  at  the  outset  to 
extend  the  rine  were  checked  by  largo 
nelllng  of  American  Sugar  and  Eastern 
Railway    shares.

The  improvement  among  the  Indus- 
trials  was  helped  on  .  by  good  reports 
from  the  iron  and  steel  trade.  Low 
priced  copper  shares  were  bought  on 
indication  of  increased  demand  for  the 
metal,  following  publication  of  the 
strong  monthly  statement  of  the  pro- 
ducers.
